Australasian Federation. 

What on intneating etudy ia 
preaonted by the coarRo of empiro and 
Iho hiatory of nations. Aa the oourao 
ofaBtrooDi is somotimea docldod by 
the moat trifling obstruction, a pebble, 
a straw, bo the most trivial eiroumstance 
sometimes decides tho oourao of mighty 
empiro. The present era would appoar 
to bo omphatioally ooe of fe duration, 
uniQcaiion. On the continent of 
Earopo wo have soon tho unification of 
Italy and tho confederation of Germany 
accomplished. To us, howoror, tho 
federation era ia ohieily interesting aa 
diBplayod in tho Colonial Empiro of oar 
own great nation. And hero, again, ia 
Boon how great a matter a little Are 
kindloth. For years Upper and Low- 
er Canada, united under ono Parlia- 
ment, wrangled oboafc representation 
until n solution was Bought and found 
in a federal union of the four Provinces 
originally conatituting the Dominiono' 
Canada, Thia Dominion waxed until ii 
four. years it spanned tho oontinont anc 
was washed by tho two great oceans 
Thus has been given to tho world tho 
fodorated empiro of British North Am- 
erica; destined, in all likelihood, to be- 
come tho Groafor Britain of America; 
Tho fedorated Empiro of Australasia 
promiaos to be> tho core child of this 
great principle A clear-headed Eng. 
liah writor tells us that political events 
in Australasia aro ripening tho 
public opinion of the various colonios for a 
groat Colonial Fedoration, inch as that 
on wbioh the Dominion ot CaDftdi baa al- 
ready octercd. And it is onrious to observe 
how the most glaring blaodon, no lets than 
the ablest tactics, of the leading Australian 
statesmen seem to work together for the satno 
reaull. The reader will remember that, a 
• low mootbs ago, tbe Prime Minister of Vir- 
toria, Mr. Uaran Daffy, vindicated tho right 
of the various colonies of Anitralia to make 
what infer-eolonial tariffs or no-tirifla they 
might please without reference to the sanc- 
tion of tbemoihat oouttry and how, in doing 
ao, he got the better of Lard Kimbeily and 
the cordial support ol the Viotoiia Parliamont. 
Having thus made himself tbe spokesman, as 
it were, ol Australian rights, he had taken 
steps which, but for the obstinacy and lolly 
of Sir James Martin, tbe Premier or New 
South Wale*, would have had the efiiot of 
renewing the free trade relations between the 
two principal Australian colonies which ter- 
minated with a five years' agreement on tbe 
1st of February last. Mr Dnffey was not 
slow to coin capital out of the blunder of 
bis Now South Wales rival, The lattir rati 
Parliament and bin policy in defeating the 
resumption of free trado across the Murray 
Eiver was eevsrely condemned, and a resolu- 
tion waa paaiod forbidding the imposition of 
duties until tho will of Parliament should bo 
further made koowo. Parliament received 
notiae of dissolution, It passed an address 
to the Governor, by a majority of two to one, 
protesting ogainBt snob a course. Bot Lord 
fielmore bad oommitted bimssU, and in tbe 
faoe of a two-third rote, Parliament wag dis- 
solved next day. On tbe 1st of February thu 
duties on tbe Murray, which bad - not bun 
levied for fi re years, were levied ones more 
against the formal and most emphatic, protest 
of thu New South Wilts Parliament. Me&ii- 
■while Sir Francis Martin appealed to the con. 
stituonciee, and, ao far as known, tho rssult 
was, aa might have been expected, decidedly 
against him. In East Sydney the Prime Mia. 
later aDd ono of bis colleagnea wars beaton, 
the leador of tho Opposition heading the poll 
by ft majority of 1,200. The result in several 
other districts was- equally disastrous to tho 
Government, Ministtra everywhere meeting 
with ignominious defeat. In short it seamed 
doubtful whether Sir Jamei Marliu would gat 
an opportunity of being heard in a Parliament 
of his own seeking. In the meantime tho 
country bordering on th« Murray, tho District 
most interested in the lasue, threatened to 
annex itsolf to Victoria if tho policy of aoilect- 
ing duty Bhould be poniatsd in. Of course, 
says thu English writer, the affect ofall this 
muBt bo to augment greatly the chances of 
tbe policy of federation to which ths Prime 
Minister of Victoria ia heartily favorable, both 
by increasing the publio seme of the danjor 
of delay and by adding to tbe prestige of tbe 
leading colony and of those wko govern it. 
Nor is there any permanent remedy exaept 
federation. Moreover, a political criaia which 
has presented tbe I'ramnr of tha leading 
colony in a specially attractive light, ai a 
Bhrewd politician and moderate diplom&tiat, 
and which baa convinoed Victoria's only rival 
herself that Vicotria was in tho right, appears 
to be precisely the klod of event whieh is 
likely to ripen rapidly the hopes which have 
long been indulged in all tbe Australian 
Colonies of a great lustralaaian Dominion 
such as Canada already enjoys. 

A Fatal Blunder. 



During tho session of 1870 Sir Francis 
Hiooks introduced into tho Parliament o| 
Canada a Qaoal Bohomo involving a duty on 
coal, coke, Bait, lumbor, cod other articles 
The object of this duty was to chechmata tho 
United Statea rather than to produce revenue. 
The United States had manifeeted no disposition 
to open thoir markets tothoao artioles, while 
they were not slow to avail tuomsolvea ol 
tho open markets of Canada; and it was 
thought that a direct tpptal to Brother Jona- 
han's most sensitive part— bii pocket— 
might lead to a recognition of the juatioo o f 
reciprcoity in those articles of mutual ex- 
change. At its very next session, and before 
this polico had an opportunily of bearing 
fmit — ns it now appears, at the vary moment 
tha fruit was about to drop into tbe lap of 
Gonads — Parliament took these duties off 
again. Sir Francis - Hinoks pleaded wifcb Par- 
liament not to lake ssoh a step at a moment 
when the duty was a powerful lever in the 
handu of Sir John AMncdonald, thou attend- 
ing the High Commission at WaBbiogtan, 
for obtaining wbet Canada so ardently de- 
aired, Bat he pteadod in vbid, Parliamont 
wss inexorable, and tha duly was token off. 
It ia now soon how much better it would 
have bocn lor Uannda if Parliament had lis- 
tened to tho wnrniog and beon guided by the 
advieo of Sir Fronois. Sir John A. Maodon- 
nld hus just infornml Parliament thai the 
United States Commissioners had actually 
aflerod to give Canada reciprocity in respeo t 



of tbo artiolca referred to; but while British 
Commissioners were awaiting ad/ice from 
England the Canadian Parliament threw 
away thoir truraph card by tekiog off the 
duties. The Uaited States thus seeing ibe 
Inducement removed, at occo withdrew tfcs 
offer and lolt Cnnada without btth duties 
and an ouon market. The mistake wis a 
serious one to Caondo; hut it was more par- 
ticularly so to tho PaoiQo Province. It wbb 
of tha greutes 1 irnportanee lor British Colom- 
bia to haven free market in the United 
States for her ooal and lumber; bnt of kh's 
inesiions.b!o advantage thi stupid blunder 
mado by thu Canadian ParliameU last yiar 
has deprived her.

Onr New Colony. 



Great Britain hag added conaiderably 
to tho territory of htr Colonial Binpiro 
duiincr thu past yoa»\ Tho aoone of 
tboso Rtlditioas has heca Africa. Tbo 
Datoh Colonies on tho •Grold Coast' 
havo been transferred to England, Tho 
tranafor was not mado without sorioaa 
opposition both io Africa and Holland, 
Tho Treaty, as signed by tho King, 
was printed in tho Daybladt Fob. 2nd, 
with a broad mourning border; and 
tho day following a 'iarewoll letter 
was printed from the euvoy of tho 
Kmg of Elmina, (African) wbo had 
boon sent to protost agsinsttbo transfer 
of his colony's allegiance. Thia eovoy 
worked hard to pvociiro tho dofoat of 
tho treaty, appealing to the Parliament, 
to tho King, and to tho Qaoen ; and 
bearing an onorgetio lotlor from tho 
King of Elmina, protesting that tho 
transfer will involve mach bloodshed, 
aid oakiog 'if the Netherlands stand ho 
low as to let the English fl ig float upon 
tho walls," Thorewus considerable op- 
position to t"io moasuro in tbo Parlia- 
ment and among the Dutch papers. 
The treatyi aigned as stated by tho King 
of Holland, and to be laid before tbe 
Parliament of England at its present 
session, opens with a referanoo to tho 
fact that tbe mixed dominion exercised 
on tho coast of Guinea by England and 
Holland 'hus occasioned the native 
population much harm.' It then pro- 
vides that tho King ot Netherlands 
transfers to tbo Queen of tho United 
Kingdom 'all tho rights of sovereignty, 
jurisdiction, and property which ho 
possesses on the Coast of Gaiuoa, It 
also providea that a sum not osceoding 
£2-1,000 shall ho paid for the stores, 
lorts, etc ; and that Dutch eubjoota 
shall be allowed to trade on tho same 
footing as British. A correspondent 
ol the London Times thus sums np tho 
mutual advantages gained;— # 

'This troaty ia oertainly of importance 
to England. In the European settle* 
monts,from tho Gambia to Lagoa^ 
thore will now ba but one flag Tho 
existonce ot a Dutch ■ oast Hue adjoin- 
ing tbe English ooust lino ouoooraged 
smnggling, and lodto constant aeiaub- 
bloo between tbo nativo tribes under 
the now protectorate, Sinoo the House 
ol Commons' Committee ol 1805 the 
Weft African settlements have mado 
oonaidorablo progress. Upon the Gold 
Coast especially tho tradora ara realiz- 
ing rapid fortunes. Two years ago the 
value of lit o exports from tho Gold 
Const and Lagos amounted to £960,000 
and tho imports from tho Uni'.ed King- 
dom toX-121,000. It is ol cour b o impos- 
sible to say what increaso in British
